River Seen As 
Eventual Source 


The Board of Public Works was 
offered a peek into the future 
Monday night when Engineer 
Joseph Lawler listed three steps 
to procure more water for the 
town. 

They will be detailed in a re- 
port due in two weeks, he stated. 

First, the engineers will re- 
commend a second well in the 
Ballardvale gravel pit, after it is 
tested next summer. 

The second step js to pump 
water into Haggett’s Pond from 
the mouth of Fish Brook, at the 
Merrimack River. Involved in this 
step is the construction of a 
pumping station there and _ in- 
stallation of a water main to 
Haggett’s Pond. 

The third step described by 
Lawler as ‘‘quite a while off’’, is 
to pump from the Merrimack River 
in addition to Fish Brook. When 
this step is reached, filter beds 
would be built at the Pond, next 
to the present pumping station. 
The water from the river would 
be pumped directly into the pond 
and them filtered before entering 
the distribution system. 


No indication of the cost of any 
of these steps was given. And 
except for the second gravel pit 
well, no specific time schedule 
was established as to when the

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What Is Your Idea? 

What do you think of this idea? 

Several persons have suggested that the Finance Com- 
mittee recommendations on all money articles will prevail 
at a town meeting unless two-thirds of those present and 
voting over-ride the recommendations. 

This idea, now in the discussion stage, would see the 
FinCom become much more powerful than it now is, as an 
advisory group only. Its recommendations, under the pre- 
sent system, may be accepted, rejected or altered by a 
majority vote. 

The suggested method, which would require a by-law 
amendment, would give the FinCom’s recommendations 
far more weight — and the persons suggesting this step 
feel that this would be more sensible than allowing any 
group to Sway a majority of the voters at town meeting. 

This is an idea that requires considerable thought — and 
much public discussion before it can intelligently be acted 
upon. We’d be interested to hear your opinions and to 
publish them in the interests of getting full public un- 
derstanding of the issues involved, prior to the time when 
it may be necessary to act on the proposal. 


More Candidates Needed 


This is the time for candidates to come forward. 

As this is being written, there is only one announced 
candidate for the two seats on the School Committee. And 
so far there is but one candidate for the Board of Health. 
Three men are seeking two Seats on the Board of Public 
Works for the full three-year terms and only one is seeking 
election to the unexpired term. 

It always has been our policy to urge that all offices be 
contested. It is only proper to give the voters an opportu- 
nity to choose between candidates, not have to take one 
because he is the only one, nor take two of three because 
a fourth candidate did not present himself. 

We hope all town offices will be contested because 
that is in the best democratic principles. Now is the time 
for public spirited men and women to offer themselves as 
public servants.

GOURMET 
“STEALS”

Just the other day someone 
asked me why | didn’t come up 
with a few good chafing dish re- 
cipes and the idea really excited 
me, Somehow, since knowing the 
pleasures of electrically con- 
trolled frying pans, I, for one, 
have been forgetting how nice and 
old-worldish open flame cooking 
can be. There’s just nothing more 
memorable in the way of enter- 
taining a small group of friends 
during winter months than supper 
cooked and served informally be- 
fore a big crackling fire! 

Simple foods look positively 
glamorous in a lovely silver or 
copper pan and the only trick that 
I can see in doing the job hand- 
somely before an audience is in 
preparing all the ingredients ahead 
of the party. This you do anyway. 
So, unless you suffer from claus- 
trophobia (the guests do close in!) 
or go to pieces in a spotlight, why 
not dust off the chafing dish and 
have some fun with it? Personally, 
| am not at my own very best 
whisking up food with people 
standing about, but I have done 
all of the following three special- 
ties with a minimum of wear-and- 
tear and quite alot of honest 
appreciation afterwards, as I re 
member. 


SHRIMP MARINAKA 
2 lbs. fresh shrimp, cleaned 
1 chopped onion 
2 cloves garlic 
2 TW. olive oil 
1 lg. can plum tomatoes 
1 small can tomato paste 
1 small can water 
1 Tbl. chopped parsley 
salt and pepper 
1 tsp. oregano

Salt and pepper and sea- 

sonings to taste 

Boil the egg noodles according 
to directions on the package. In a 
pan, brown the hamburg, adding 
fat if necessary.
